Makary, Archbishop of the Aleutian Islands and 
North America and Exarch of the Moscow Patri- 
archate in North and South America: 


1) In response to his petition archpriest George 
Cucura is given a leave of absence. 


2) Rev. Gregory Surrency was ordained to the 


Sacred Priesthood on July 30th 1950 and is ap- 
pointed parish priest of the parish of the Assump- 
tion in Benld, Tl. 


3) In response to his petition Rev. Eugene 
Olendy is relieved of his duties as pastor of St. 
Nicholas, Russian Orthodox Chureh of Chisholm, 
Minn. and is given a leave of absence. 


4) Rev. Basil (Vasily) Zeleniak is excluded 
from the list of clergy of the Russian Orthodox 
Church for breaking of his priestly oath. 


5) Priests in charge of parishes have no author- 
ity to take with them the antimins (corporal) 
from the altar because an antimins is not his 
property but belongs to the Church and is under 
direct control of the ruling bishop. 


6) Basil (Vasily) Karpelenia was ordained to 
the Sacred Priesthood on September 11th and is 
appointed parish priest of the parish of St. Nich- 
olas of Chisholm, Minn. 


7) The Auditing Committee of the Archidioce- 
san Council, composed of archpriest Ilias Barna, 
Rev. Dimitry Kudrikoff and Mr. Kasian Repehuk 
are requested to proceed with the audit of the 
income and disbursement of the Archdiocesan 
treasury without delay and present their report 
to the Archdiocesan Council. 


8) Clergy and parish committees are requested 
not to delay sending their 2% for support of 
Archdiocese, according to decision of the Arch- 
diocesan Convention (Siezd). All checks, money 
orders should be written out to the name of the 
Archdiocese and not on the name of the treasurer.

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Do the Theophilites possess Grace? 


A Letter by Metropolitan Sergius. 


Sept. 8—Aug. 26, 1926. I do not know what the 
announcement is based on. At least there has been no 
deputation to see me concerning this matter. As for 
the question of the existence of Grace in the Renovated 
Church, it is my opinion that this question is similar 
to another: Is salvation attainable outside of the 
Church? This possibility—true, a completely proble- 
matical one, so to speak, and from merely a human 
point of view, is conceded by some. But this opinion, 
however, does not satisfy the indifferent for it defi- 
nitely maintains that certain salvation is only in the 
Church. Let us concede the Renovators not heretics. 
Yet, they separated from the Church. We accept some 
of their sacraments (for example, we do not repeat 
their baptisms or ordinations), but we also do not 
repeat Lutheran baptism or Roman Catholic Christma- 
tion (confirmation) and ordinations. Is there Grace 
in Roman Catholicism?—a very debatable question. 
Some maintain that no Grace is there but that at the 
moment of their reception into the Orthodox Catholic 
Church they simultaneously receive the gifts of Grace 
which are bestowed in the Church's sacraments of bap- 
tism, chrismation, or orders. The form, in other words, 
is merely not repeated. Such an explanation seems su- 
perficial to me and not everything is clarified. I prefer 
another explanation: In relation to separated commu- 
nities the Church acts in the same way as she does 
with individual sinners. Only the most hardened and 
incorrigible sinners does the Church cut off from her- 
self while the remaining are placed in the category of 
penitents. Among the latter, some are deprived of 
Holy Communion, others are even deprived tempo- 
rarily of fellowship in prayer, but they are neverthe- 
less not completly cut off. If these should die in such 
a state, without last rites, their salvation is more than 


The following letter which appeared in the Yxpainsexnit

1927), pp. 35-36), published in Kharkov by the Reno- 
vated (Living) Church, was an answer to an inquiry from 
a Living Church priest written by Metropolitan Sergius 

ho was later destined to become Patriarch of Moscow 
and All Russia. Metropolitan Sergius’ opinion was asked 
in regard to whether or not the so-called Renovated 
Church possessed Sacramental Grace. At the time of Met- 
ropolitan Sergius’ writing the Renovated Church’s orders 
were still acceptable to the Orthodox Church. Thus the 
Renovates were in the same position as our present-day 
Theophilites and other sub-churchmen and the words 
written below could very well apply today to these latter 
groups. In spite of the wily justifications put forth by 
these present-day Renovates, they are outside the house- 
hold of Faith and it will behoove them well to ponder 
over these few words written long ago by the Venerable 
Sergius regarding their position in relation to the Church 
of Christ.

doubtful; yet their return to the full status of a com- 
municant is easier than that of a non-Christian. The 
case of non-Orthodox communities is somewhat simi- 
lar. Heretics who damage the very fundamentals of 
the Faith are denied all Grace whatever by the Church 
and. she does not even accept their baptism. As for 
the others, the Church accepts their baptism but does 
not recognize the rest of their sacrametns. Finally, 
from a third group she accepts ordination and chris- 
mation—but not the Eucharist (which is solely in the 
Church, there being no Eucharistic intercommunion 
with them in the Church). All these sacraments which 
the non-Orthodox have retained, naturally bring them 
nearer to the Church (as expressed by the First Canon 
of Basil the Great, they, “are not yet strangers to the 
Church”) and prepare them for communion with her. 
But no one would say that this is sufficient for salva- 
tion. Those doing penance are not yet lost to the 
Church provided they eventually enter the ranks of 
the Faithful. So, with the non-Orthodox; they are 
“not strangers” to the Church; they have even retained 
some of the sacraments, but not the most importan: 
They are not in Eucharistic communion with the 
Church, and as long as the latter is true, the other 
sacraments which they profess are of no avail. Only 
in this sense can we speak of remnants of Sacramental 
Grace in the Renovated movements. Their sacraments 
receive significance only when they are first crowned 
with Eucharistic communion with the Church. When 
this is lacking it must necessarily follow that these 
people have not received Grace. If a man drowns in 
the center of the sea, not far from shore, or even 
abreast the shore—there is really no great difference: 
He has not attained salvation. 


METROPOLITAN SERGIUS. 
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THE CHURCH 


A Sermon by Metropolitan Nicholas of Krutitsk 


We have just completed Divine Liturgy and many 
are the sacred inspiring moments which we carry away 
in our hearts. 

We were gladdened by our corporate prayer; with 
pious attention we listened to the word of God; many 
times we bowed our heads under the blessing hand 
of the Church; and many of you together with us, 
the clergy, received Holy Communion. We expert 
cneed these joyous moments only because we are all 
children of the Holy Orthodox Church. If we were 
merely ordinary visitors of this temple, having come 
here out of curiosity, with the purpose of seeing the 
ornamentations of the church and the Service cele- 
brated in it, our hearts could not take part in the 
common prayer and the blessing of the Church would 
not benefit us. But we are children of the Orthodox 
Catholic Church. We have come here as if into our 
parental home, the home of our Heavenly Father and 
so we have become participants of this spiritual feast, 
which the Heavenly Father offers to His children. 
Here, in the temple of God, during the Divine Service, 
we feel with exceptional power the good fortune of 
belonging to the Holy Orthodox Church, that great 
family of God's children. 


Founded by our Lord and Saviour, Holy Church 
grew from the small family of the first Christians into 
the vast, even countless millions which now constitute 
this holy family. From a small seed, planted in the 
ground by the Divine Husbandman, grew a_ huge, 
many-branched tree, extending its branches the world 
over. And we are, all of us, a small leaf on this tree. 

Almost a thousand years have passed since the time 
that the light of the Christian faith illumined our 
motherland, and on the trunk of the Ecumenical 
Church there grew a large branch, the Russian Church. 
Our ancestors and fathers lived and died within the 
pale of the Orthodox Church, and, from them, we in- 
herited the privilege of belonging to her. 

What is the Church to us, my dear brethren? She 
is our mother firmly and lovingly embracing us to the 
maternal arms, much like a bird protects and warms 
her young with her wings. Everyone of us is born in 
the flesh of a mother. The Church, as our spiritual 
mother, gave birth to each of us spiritually in the holy 
sacrament of baptism. Baptism is our spiritual birth; 
by means of it we enter into the pale of Holy Church 
and become her children and children of our Heavenly 
Father. A mother at first feeds her child milk, later, 
with growth, solid food (I Cor. 3:2). Our mother, 
the Church, feeds us all with spiritual food: with her 
prayers, blessings, the Grace-giving Gifts of the Holy 
Spirit, the Holy Mysteries of the Body and Blood of 
our Lord, and reading and preaching the word of God 
to us; she gives everyone food, corresponding to the 


condition of the mind and heart of a person. The 


child, the aged person, the learned man, and the sim 
pleton, the sinner, and the righteous man—all satisfy 
their hunger. and thirst with this food 


A mother educates her child, born and nourished 
by her; she teaches the child what is right and what is 
wrong, prepares her child for the inescapable sorrows 
in life, teaches it by her good example and good coun- 
sel. Our mother the Church, by means of all those 
lessons which she teaches us in her Divine Services, 
with her treasury of the works of the holy fathers and 
teachers of the Church, with all her commandments 
teaches us to live the life worthy of a Christian, willed 
to us by the Lord Jesus Christ and leading us to eter- 
nal salvation. Those fallen in sin the Church calls to 
penitence; she awakens the conscience sleeping in sin; 
the repenting sinner she restrains from despondency 
and despair, inspiring them with hope in God's clem 
ency. The Church, our true mother, accompanies 
everyone of us through our earthly life: in our joys 
and sorrows, and in all the important circumstances 
of our earthly life she prays for us and invokes on us 
God's blessing. 

A mother never neglects her child even when the 
child forgets the mother and turns away from her. The 
mother continues to pray for her fallen child, and 
many a tear is shed in the night during this prayer for 
such a child. The Holy Church likewise never forgets 
her lost or fallen children; daily she prays that the 
Lord enlighten all the lost souls and unite them in the 
bosom of the Orthodox Church. 

Without doubt we are thankful for these daily 
prayers of the Church because many who had turned 
away from our Russian Orthodox Church have again 
returned from the ways of schism into the bosom of 
the Orthodox Church. Like a mother with concern 
for her children, our Holy Church offers up her pray 
ers daily for those who travel by sea or by land, for 
the sick and the suffering, and for those who for some 
reason were unable to attend Divine Service. She 
embraces all with her love, her prayers and her bless 
ing. Oh, what great fortune it is to be children of the 
Holy Orthodox Church! 

The hour of death will come for everyone of us, 
and with her last rites and blessing our Church will 
conduct our eternal soul to the way of everlasting life. 
Our body will be brought here to the holy temple, and 
sepulchral weeping together with the prayers of Holy 
Church for the repose of our sinful soul in the King 
dom of Heaven will accompany us to our graves. She 
will never forget us, her children: even after we have 
departed this life and those loved ones who had pray 
ers said for the repose of our souls are no longer here, 
the prayers of Holy Church for us will never cease. 
On All Souls Saturdays the Holy Church will continue 
to remember until the end of the ages all the fore 
fathers, fathers and brethren who lie asleep in the 
faith. 

And dying, we will not depart from the bosom of 
the Holy Orthodox Church. We will merely pass 
from the Mundane Church to the Celestial Church 
The Church here on earth which the holy fathers call 
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militant, because her members should war with sin, 
and the Heavenly Church, called the triumphant, com 
prise one Church, of which the head is Christ. The 
Heavenly Church is composed of all the saints and 
the souls of all the faithful children of Christ. We 
living here on earth, and they, the children of the 
Heavenly Church, find ourselves bound by a continu 
us inter-relationship of prayer. We pray to the 
saints, our intercessors before the face of God, and 
we pray for the repose of our departed loved ones 
Prayers to the saints entreat for God's blessing; and 
the prayers fo rthe dead ease their lot in the other 
world. And when we ourselves die and become united 
to the Heavenly Church, we will have the good for- 
tune to feel the power of prayer for us in the Mun- 
dane Church. It is only necessary to be worthy to 
enter into that Heavenly Church! One must live and 
die a true Christian and a faithful child of the Church 
here on earth, and then endless will be our happiness 
the fold of the Heavenly Church 
On a dark, cloudless night we delight in the multi 
tude of stars scattered throughout the heavens. The 
starlit firmament so enslaves our gaze by its beauty 
that it is dificult for us to turn away. There is a 
Church heaven covered with just such a myriad of 
stars. These stars are the brilliance of the eternal 
glory of the saints comprising the Celestial Church. 
From there, from the heights of that spiritual heaven, 
they shine with their eternal spiritual brilliance and 
say to each one of us that we are called by the Heav 
enly Father to this same eternal glory in the Celestial 
Church. These heavenly stars remind us that our life 
here on earth, so short, a few decades, actually as one 
instant in comparison to eternity, is given to us but 
once, and is given in order that within the fold of the 
Mundane Church, under her wings of Grace, with her 
spiritual aid, we may become worthy of life eternal. 
While visiting countries of the Near East and Eu- 
rope last year we met Russians of the Orthodox Cath- 
olic Faith who have been living in Jerusalem, Cairo, 
London, and Paris for the last 25-30 years. The ma- 


jority of our Russian brethren abroad have drifted 
away from the Mother-Russian Church into various 
schisms which they created. And now we have wit- 
nessed with what tears, with what profound spiritual 
upheaval and repentance for the sin of the rupture of 
church unity they have returned within the fold of 
Mother Church after many years of separation. Such 
is the drawing power of Mother Church. And what 
love Mother Church manifested during the past few 
years toward her lost and temporarily separated chil 
dren again returning to the fold! How happy we 
should feel that we belong to the Mother Orthodox 
Church and we should value this privilege in order 
that we might not lose it because of the multitude of 
our sins. 

Let us be faithful to our Mother Orthodox Church 
till the day of departure from this life. Let us love 
her with a strong and sincere filial love, let us also be 
mindful of her covenants, her instruction, her admo 
nitions. May we always have an especial love for her 
holy temples, homes of spiritual rest and places of 
strengthening in Grace. Bring your children to the 
Temple of God that they might acquire love for Him 
even from their childhood. Who knows, perhaps later, 
in a life full of inescapable sorrow and trials, when 
faith will weaken and the spirit of prayer be absent, 
a man may recall the prayers of his childhood in God's 
Church or some word from a sermon long forgotten 
and perhaps may once more be drawn to enter God's 
temple where we hear unceasingly the call of our 
Heavenly Father: “Come to me, all ye that labour and 
are burdened, and I will refresh ye (Matt. 11:28). 

Saint John Chrysostom was wont to tell his spiritual 
children: “May each one of you leave the Temple of 
God after the Divine Service a better individual than 
you were when you entered the Temple.” May God 
grant that something of my word take root in your 
souls and bring forth its fruit for our great work here 
on earth—the salvation of our souls.

BOOK REVIEW 


“An Almost Perfect Introduction to Berdyaev” 


In the June issue of “One Church” we had occa- 
sion to review a biography of Berdyaev and an inter- 
pretation of his philosophy by an American theological 
professor, Dr. Matthew Spinka, and regretfully we 
noted that the author's prejudices made the book any 
thing but an impartial critique of Berdyaev's philos 

phy and views. We are happy to say that this same 

riticism cannot be made of the Mr. O. Fielding 
Clarke's book* which has just arrived from England 
It can be said without exaggeration that Mr. Clarke's

book is almost a perfect “Introduction” to Berdyaev, 
his writings, his times, and his background—philo- 
sophical and religious. Mr, Clarke has done us all a 
great service that can hardly be exaggerated, And Mr 
Clarke is eminently qualified for his task. Although 
he is an Englishman, he reads (and presumably speaks) 
Russian excellently (he is the translator of almost all 
of Berdyaev’s works into English) and was a personal 
friend of Berdyaev’'s 

Mr. Clarke has divided his book into two sections: 
“The Background” and “The Writings”. In the first 
part the author deals not only with Berdyaev’s life and 
background but also with the historical background 
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of the Russian nation and of its Church as well as 
an analysis of the Russian literature from the 19th 
century up to the present time. The author feels, 
quite rightly, that all these factors played a most im- 
porant part in the development of Nicholas Berdyaev, 
philosopher par excellence. All four chapters are an 
excellent summary of the subjects with which they 
deal. In summarizing Berdyaev's attitude in the chap- 
ter on “Russia's Destiny” it is pointed out so correctly 
that for Berdyaev the “Soviet stage” in Russian his 
tory was inevitable but that when the social problem 
had been solved, the religious vocation of the Russian 
people would come to the fore. It might be expected 
that Mr. Clarke’s chapter on “Russian Orthodoxy” 
might well hit wide of the mark in view of the fact 
that Mr. Clarke is not Orthodox (presumably he is a 
member of the Anglo-Catholic wing of the Church of 
England, although he does not say so) but such is not 
the case. Mr. Clarke justly points out that Berdyaev 
always adhered to the Moscow Patriarchate unlike so 
many other emigres who belonged to “splinter” church- 
es which considered themselves alone the sole remain- 
ing bearers of true Russian Orthodoxy. Mr. Clarke 
goes on to give an accurate picture of something of 
the freedom to be found in Ecumenical Orthodoxy (it 
must be said that the Chapter heading is somewhat 
misleading—only a couple of pages are specifically de- 
voted to the Orthodox Church in the Soviet Union, 
the rest is devoted to a critque of Orthodoxy as a re- 
ligion). The next to last Chapter in the first part of 
the book is concerned with Russian literature from the 
nineteenth century until the present time and is really 
a masterful summary of Russian literary trends in that 
period. The last chapter is devoted to Berdyaev’s life. 
One important point that Mr. Clarke emphasizes is 
that the grounds on which Berdyaev was exiled were 
purely of an ideological and not of a political nature. 
Berdyaev himself wrote: “My refusal to accept the 
Bolshevik revolution was not so much on social grounds 
as on spiritual . . . at the same time I did not believe 
in the possibility of any sort of restoration and I cer- 
tainly did not want it. I was banished from Soviet 
Russia simply and solely because of my reaction in 
defense of freedom of the spirit” 

The second part of the book is devoted to a sum- 
mary and explanation of Berdyaev's philosophy as writ 
ten and reflected in his many books. It would be far 
beyond the scope of this brief review to attempt to 
make any summary at all of Berdyaev’s views—even 
if it were possible—we will content ourselves with 
merely pointing out some particular aspects which may 
be of particular interest or which need special atten- 
tion. Some basic observations must be made before 
even this can be done. It is true Berdyaev was a great 
philosopher, indeed a great “religious philosopher”. 
Not only was he a great religious philosopher but he 
was a “Christian philosopher and thinker”. But that 
did not make him a theologian nor did Berdyaev claim 
to be one. Berdyaev was quite content to regard him 
self as a philosopher. But it is almost impossible to 
intelligently discuss theology or religion without re- 
ferring to philosophy and so for obvious reasons Berd 
yaev's books are filled with philosophical opinions 
which often ‘lead to theological conclusions or vice 


versa. What must be said very strongly and (appar- 
ently for some people) repeatedly, is that Berdyaev 
does not speak for the Russian Orthodox Church and 
that his opinions do not necessarily coincide with those 
of the Church. In fact, some of his philosophic and 
theological views run counter to the traditional views 
of the Church as we shall have occasion to see when 
we mention one example of this, later on. Secondly, it 
must be said that Berdyaev’s philosophy is not “rep- 
resentative’ of Russian Orthodox philosophical think- 
ing any more than is Fr. Sergius Bulkgakov's theologi 
cal (and more specifically sophiological) thought rep 
resentative of Russian Orthodox theological thinking. 
That many Westerners of both Roman Catholic and 
Protestant persuasions have gained a contrary impres- 
sion is not entirely their fault. Berdyaev and Bulkga- 
kov are the only two outstanding Russians whose 
major outstanding works have been translated into 
English or French (there are exceptions). What is 
needed is a book to correct these erroneous impressions 
about Orthodox philosophy and theology and have 
translated books that give “solid” and “traditional” 
Orthodox teaching. This reviewer can think of no 
better book to do just this than Vladimir Lossky’s 
book “Essai sur la theologie mystique de lEglise 
D’Orient” and it is fervently to be hoped that this 
book will soon be available in English translation. 


It will be necessary to give but one example of where 
Berdyaev “goes off the deep end,” so to speak. In his 
discussion of freedom he constantly refers to what he 
choses to call the “Ungrund”™. According to Clarke, 
Berdyaev’s concept of this “ungrund” or “abyss of 
non-being and of utter and complete freedom” is not 
a religious dogma or concept, but rather it is a basic 
intuition, it is prior to creation and is, so to speak, 
“meta-theological”. One does not have to go any far 
ther to see the many grave theological issues raised 
by this idea which another young Russian Orthodox 
philosopher, E. Lampert, calls “The most disastrous 
conclusion to his (Berdyaev’s) whole philosophy”. 
And this is just one problem brought out in the first 
chapter of the second part: “Man, Freedom and 
Knowledge”. There has been some criticism of Berd 
yaev's philosophy as not being sufficiently Christo- 
centric in spirit and yet in Clarke's chapter entitled 
“God, Man and God-Humanity™ the first sentence is 
a quote from Berdyaev’s “Freedom and the Spirit” in 
which Berdyaev points out so rightly that “Both philos 
ophy and theology should start neither with God nor 
with man . . . but rather with the God-Man™. The 
next three very important chapters deal with “The 
Christian Philosophy of History” and “What is “The 
Good Life’?” and “Problems of the Times”. For many 
perhaps the most interesting and quite probably the 
most controversial chapters will be the last two which 
deal with political theories and forms and an assess- 
ment of the worth of Berdyaev’s philosophy. The 
author does an excellent job in both of these chapters; 
possibly the only relevant note that this reviewer might 
add is to point out that Berdyaev’s criticism of capital 
ism as “The spiritual phenomenon of the annihilation 
of spirituality” is just as strong as his criticism of 
Marxism as “untrue in its rejection of God". Yet in 
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is hook “Towards a New Epoch”, Berdyaev says that 
ne must have lost all sense of right and wrong if one 
regards capitalism as more Christian than Communism 

In the concluding chapter the author points out that 
Berdyaev'’s philosophy might be briefly but accurately 
described as a “Christian personalist philosophy”. Mr. 
Clarke's concluding paragraph seems to admirably sum 
up what attitude not only Berdyaev took, but we as 
Christians should take towards the contemporary crisis: 
“As Christians we believe in man, we know that in 
the God-Man, Christ, man’s divine image can be re- 
newed, that we are called to be fellow-workers with 
God, that the end of history is a divine-human event 
in which we are summoned to share. We are not to 
be deluded by the shams of established society, nor by 
the shams in those who would renew the face of the 
earth without God. The forces of history are not con 
trolled by Christians at this epoch, but with each 


change in the forms of society the vocation of Christ 





ians is to transfigure from within men’s historical and 
necessarily limited achievements. Having their eyes 
open to their own sins and shortcomings, Christians 
will not be self-righteous in their criticism of others. 
But we shall in all circumstances know that we are 
called to look forward and to go forward, to rediscover 
for ourselves at first hand the sources of new spiritual 
power and vision, and above all to see the creation of 
new truth, new goodness and new beauty as the su- 
preme task of those whom illimitable freedom has 
brought to Christ.” 

In concluding this review it may be said that for 
anyone who is at all interested in Berdyaev and his 
philosophy—-whether he be a beginner who has just 
heard the name or whether he be an advanced philo 
sophical scholar--Mr. O. F. Clarke’s “Introduction” 
is a “must” book.

Dogmatical Doctrine of the Orthodox Catholic Church

DIFFERENCES CONCERNING EXTREME 
UNCTION. 


The Roman Church calls this mystery Extreme 
Unction, because it allows it to be performed for the 
benefit of those alone, who are so ill as to be threat- 
ened with death. But the Eastern Catholic Church 
accepts that it can be performed for anybody who is 
seriously ill, without any immediate danger of death, 
and besides that it can be performed in the hope of 
healing. 


The Anglican Church rejected the anointing of the 
sick, preserving only the prayers, which in case of a 
mortal illness are accompanied by confession and the 
absolution of sins. 


The Protestant Churches have abolished the whole 
thing. The duties of the pastor in this case consist only 
of consoling the patient by reading out passages of 
the Bible which he chooses himself. 


CONCERNING RESURRECTION OF THE DEAD 
AND THE DEATHLESS LIFE OF THE 
NEXT WORLD 


“IT look for the resurrection of the dead; and 
the life of the world to come.” 


Man is composed of soul and body; the union of 
these two principles forms human personality. When 
the soul separates from the body, the latter is deprived 
not only of conscious will, but of life itself. It is so 
because in human personality the soul is the principle 


both, and because bodily functions may continue 


only under the influence of the spiritual principle. 
The separation of the two principles which form man 
constitutes death. The soul, being a spiritual creature, 
is not subject to disintegration as is matter, and after 
the separation it survives in its own nature. 


On the contrary, the body deprived of the life prin- 
ciple is decomposed and its composite parts, following 
the general laws established by God, return to the 
matter in its wholeness, of which consists the visible 


world. 


One of these laws, which was pointed out to us 
by Divine revelation, is that human body will preserve, 
in the midst of matter in general, such principles as 
will be necessary for its restoration, and that all the 
human bodies will be restored and reunited to their 
souls by the action of God’s omnipotence in order that 
in this union they might live the life everlasting. 


The resurrection of the dead will take place at the 
end of the world, that is at a time known only to God. 
Then everything which makes up the visible world 
will be destroyed, and a new world will be made, 
vhich shall have no end (II Peter, III, 7-13). Human 
bodies like the rest of the world will receive a new 
nature, will be spivitualized so to speak (1 Corin- 
thians, XV, 42 and on), they will become incorrupt- 
ible, and therefore will be rid of all their ailings, which, 
in the present life, are the results of the gradual bodily 
decomposition, which are ended by death. 


Whereas the human bodies are decomposed, the 
souls which were joined to them enter a state of life, 
which is in accordance with the amount of good and 
evil they did when joined to the bodies. The righteous 
souls enjoy bliss, which, though not perfect, is a fore- 
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taste of that bliss which will come to them when they 
will be reunited with their bodies, after the resurrec- 
ion of the latter (Luke XVI, 22, and Philippians I, 
23). The souls of the sinners suffer pain more or less 
great according to their guilt. The grace of God, for 
the merits of Jesus Christ, relieves the pains of some 
souls: this relief can be solicited for them by the living 
by prayers and good works ,as it was already explained 
above. 


Some souls will prove so guilty that they will be 
condemned irrevocably. They suffer torture now and 
will suffer it eternally together with their bodies after 
their resurrection. 


The pain of these souls and the bliss of the right- 
eous souls will reach completeness only after the res- 
urrection of the bodies, after the last Judgment, which 
will be administered by Jesus Christ at the end of the 
world (II Corinthians V, 10, and II Timothy IV, 8). 
The Merciful Judge will distribute the crowns of vir- 
tue and all will receive their due for their good and 
evid deeds. 


A new life, the life of the world to come will begin 
for the just and the wicked. It will be blissful for 
the former and painful for the latter. 


The righteous shall see God; they will shine like 
the sun, in the Kingdom of their Father, and human 
tongue is not powerful enough to express the bliss 
destined for them (I Corinthians XIII, 12; XV, 28: 
II Corinthians XII, 2-4; Matthew XIII, 43). The 
body will enjoy all the bliss, that will become acces- 
sible to its spiritualized nature ( Corinthians XV, 43). 
However, the just will not enjoy equal bliss, some will 
have more and others less felicity (I Corinthians XV, 
42-42). 


The state of the rejected will be deplorable; the 
pain which they shall endure is called hell: their tor- 
ture will be in the measure of their guilt, but they all 


will be deprived of the sight of God for ever. 


DIFFERENCES BETWEEN CHRISTIAN 
CHURCHES CONCERNING RESURREC- 
TION OF THE DEAD AND THE DEATH- 
LESS LIFE OF THE WORLD TO COME. 


If we are to judge by the ancient documents of the 
Christian Churches, basically they all agree concerning 
these dogmas. Nevertheless many of the Churches 
seem to allow and even to approve of misinterpreta- 
tions. 


In the Roman Church some exaggerate the tortures 
of the rejected; others, on the other hand, try to mini- 
mize them unduly, following the so-called system of 
indulgence. Another important distortion is the as-

cribing to the Church authority and especially to its 
representative the Pope of the right to condemn finally, 
whether in a direct or in an undirect manner, who do 
not obey all its institutions and innovations in a slave- 
like way, even if these innovations directly contra- 
dicted the voice of their conscience. The Roman 
Church claims that they are condemned if it excom- 
municates them, or puts on them some heavy penalty, 
or proclaims them guilty of mortal sins. All these 
abuses of Church authority mean disobedience to the 
dogma of the Life to come, distorting its right mean- 
ing. 


It would seem that the Anglican Church tolerates 
the opinion that the word eternity, used by the Scrip- 
ture, ought to be taken metaphorically, indicating an 
indefinite length of time, after which the damnation of 
the rejeced will come to an end. But the recent de- 
velopments in this direction contradict the doctrine, 
which the Anglican Church always professed. 

The Protestant Churches are very arbitrary in 
their commentations of the word eternity. But the 
doctrine which these Churches accepted of old con- 
demn such free dealings. A still greater digression 
from truth is their teaching concerning pre-destina- 
tion. 


It is not to be disputed that God knows beforehand 
those who will be saved, as those who will be damned. 


Neither is it to be disputed, that God, in His im- 
mutability, preordained that some should have superior 
and others inferior positions in the life to come, as in 
the present life. But it would not be denying the 
truth of God if we maintained that no one could be 
either rewarded or punished beyond their deserts. 


God's foreknowledge of the chosen and the rejected 
can not be taken for an immutable predestination of 
some for bliss and of others for torture. It is His 
knowledge before all time of everything that is to take 
place in time, as the result of general laws, established 
by His Providence, and of the free activity of man, 
who is at liberty to choose his private conduct. 


The Orthodox teaching concerning the subject will 
be discussed in the second part of this work. 


At present, however, we shall merely remark, that 
the Protestants have misunderstood the Holy Scrip- 
ures in applying the saying about God's predestination 
to the rewards and punishmen of the life to come. 


They have a very different meaning, which is made 
clear in a positive way by other passages of the Word 
of God. This is what mislead them into conceptions, 
which reject the truth of God, the free will of man 
and the right idea of the life to come.
